It will 1 presume he made 
apparent that it was inevitable; that fro.m the pe- 
culiar circumstances attending each ca®e, Con- 
gressalone could decide on it ; and tiiat,’ from con- 
jsiderations of delicacy, it would have been high, 
jly improper for me to have souglit it from Con- 
gress, at an earlier period than that which is now 
projioscd, the ex]iiration of my term in this high 
trust. 

Other considerations appear to me K> operate 
vv.th great force, in favor of the measure which 
1 now propose. .A citizen, who ha.s long served 
his country, in its highest trusts, lias a right if he 
has served vvitli fidelity, to enjoy undisturbed 
tranquility and peace, in his relireinenl. 'Plus 
he cannot expect to do, unless his conduct, in all 
Ills pe. uniarv concerns, shall be placed by severe 
scrutiny on a basis not to he siiaken. This, there- 
fore, forms a strong motive with me for the in- 
quiry which I now invite. The public may also 
ileiive considerable advantage from the prece 
dent , in the future movement of the government 
It being known that such scrutiny was ai;ide, in 
ray case, it may form a new and strong barrier 
agninst the abuse of the public coiilideiice in fu- 
tii re.

OUR FOK.vl OF OOV LRNMENT. 

Our constitution divides the goveriiineiil of Ken 
tiickyinie three I rariches. the Legislative, B,xecu 
live aod Judicial. It is the business of tlie L<.gis-j 
lalive to make laas, of the Executive to siipenii- 
tctid theirexcouliou, of the Judicial to judge ofj 
their nieaidiig aud apply them to particular cases., 

I he Judicial power extonds to judging over life.l 
liberty and property. Of these the most important' 
is/i/e, tlie next IQ importance ia lif/erty, and the' 
least important is properly. The constitution says — ; 

“The judicial power of this Coiiunonwealth, both' 
‘as to matters of law and equity, shall he vested iiu 
‘one supreme court, which shall be styled the coiir. 
•of sppcals, and in such inferior courts as the Oe»ier-| 
‘al Assembly may from tinu to time erect and estab-, 
hsh." j 

Immediately after the adoption of the constitu- 
tion the Eogisl'iliire p'a«scd acts establishing a court' 
of appeals ami iofenorcuurts, and directed in what 
manner 'the. judicial pinner’ shunld be divided be- 
tween them. To the inferior courts they gave the 
power of dctcriiiining in the last resort, all ques- 
tions concerning life aud tilierly, and also of adjudi- 
cating in the first instance, on all q.iestiuus coii- 
cerniiig rights of property. To the court of ap- 
peals they gave only the power of determiuiiig ap- 
peals in questions involving the right to property. 
All t:.eie courts together coustitme the Judiciary 
department of our government. It one portion of 
that department lie more important tiian another, 
it is that wliich has too power of adiudicaling final- 
ly on all questions involving, li/r and liberty, and in 
onr present syslem this is the Circuit Courts. 'I'he 
court of Appeals can take jurisdiction of nothing 
but the rights of property , a'ad is therefori* but a less 
important and interesting portion of the Judiciary 
Department. 

Rut our /Vo6'.\tor» consider the CAurt of. Appeals 
the tdiole Judiciary Deparhne it of the gbvernmcnl. 
Because acfiangc is ejected in the Judges who sit 
on tlie bench 01 tlcat Court, they declare, that the 
rights of fi/I and /iftecty are in danger, when they 
well knew, that the J iidges of that (huirl , whellier 
bad men or good , hane nothing to do with those rights 
and never hi 1. Final jurisdiction ofall such ques- 
tions is vested in the Circuit Codrts. But these tri- 
bunals, who adjudicate finally upon the whole penal 
code, are not allowed, by our Protesters to be any 
part of thf Judiciary department. They say, “tlie 
“couvenliou who formed the constitution, have m>l 
“thought proper to leave to tl e Legislature the pow- 
“erof crealtng or destroying of modifying or chnn- 
‘ging the three great departments of Ihe gomrnmrnl.'' 
Ac. But they also say "the Legislature may almhsh 
the circuit courts." itonce, these gentlemen de- 
ny that thosi tribunals wliich have the power of If 
and death of liberty or servitude, form any part of 
“the three great departments oj the guxerume' t," and 
admit that they have been left wholly uitiiiri tlie 
power of tiie Legislature, while that Court wnich 
can only decide rights of property in llicl'ist resorl, 
is declared to be tbe ‘whole Judicial department.’ 
sacred atld intangible.' Ifoiir I’nUestors be right, the 
convention considered the rig t of properly more 
sacred than those of life and liherty! Tliey deem- <1 
property so sarrnd , f'at it must he put beyond the 
roach jif legislative power, while life and liheru 
aro left to their unbridled coiitrnl. Istliis Ihe iriii 
dor.l rine of onr coiistiiiitiou! Lid our I'alt.ers fie I" 
and bloeH merely los-cnre the establishment of ar 
irresponsible tribunal to deride the rights of prop 
eity! Is property of such Iratisi eiidant iinponaiic, 
lhal (t«4. necessary to erect a separate dep'artmeii' 
of the govcriinienl for its security, while life and 



ppeals; bHt Ibat they might 
make it consist oftwo Judges or ten, enlarge or 
curtail its jurisdiction, repeal and remodify the 
whole syslem, make it the duly of the Circuit 
. I Iidges to hold it, nr do any other act, so that they 
always maintained a court of I ppcaU aud inferior 
Courts. One isjiist as much a pari of the Judiciary 
Department as the other, and the Judicial power 
vests as well in the one as in the other. 'J'liere now 
exists a Court of Appeals and inferior Courts; the 
system ofgoTcriiment is entire; the requhitions of 
the constitution are complied with; Ihe judicial de- 
partment is not overturned, nor is any pan of it. 

’I'hniigh it mar be unpleasant tosoinc minds, we, 
cannnt help remarking, thlit this oxelnsion of those 
I rihunals which protect life aud liberty, from the jo 
dicial department, and miking it consist only ib 
that which protects property, reminds ns of bhy- 
lock in the Play.

The name of the man 
killed ivai Higgins — that of the murderer, David 
Green, who for perhaps thelast twenty years had 
lived secluded from society, near the top of the 
Bald .Mountain. 31 or 3'2 miles south of this place. 

Higgins, at the time of the murder, was under 
arrest , attended by Win. S. Erwin, constable,] 
and a Mr. Cooper, who we.-e conducting him to 
a justice of the peace for trill. The cause of the 
quarrel was some trival mitter, the particulars 
sff which it is iinneces'.ary to relate. Green hail 
shot from a place of concealment near the road, 
at Higgins, and misse 1 his aim; after which he 
gotahead of the party, unpcrceiv'ed, and waited 
in a waste on the road, until they come up, when 
he shot Higgins dead on the spot. 'Fhe highest 
credit is due to Mr. Erwin for the intrepidity dis- 
played by him in arresting :hc murderer. 

Upon seeing his prisoner fall, he immediately 
burst open the dooi ofthe house where Green had 
concealed himself, ami attempted to arre.st him_ 

A violent scuffle ens'ied, the bennit's great 
strength rendering him a fearful enemj’. Besides 
his ride, he had armed hinself with an axe, and 
after fighting for some time with the former, 
which, from the lowness ofthe joist could not be 
used to advantage, he thei strove to get hold of 
his weapon, lu this attempt^ Erwin, with a small 
cudgel, twice knocked hiii to his knees; yet still 
apprehensive that his piir|ose might not be effec- 
ted- he directed Cooper t» shoot him. Coojier 
fired and wounded him u the hand, when he 
submitted and was secu-ed Notwithstanding 
the hu-ry and confusion of a scene so appalling. 
Erwin’s resolution and self command ajipear not 
to have fir a moment foisaken him. On the next 
day the murderer was sitfely lodged in the jail at 
Joncsborough, there to await his trial, it has 
been thought for many years past that he w:i8 the 
subject of a slight mentill derangement.

AA'e do 
not know what more severe punishment of his 
debtor the hardest creditor could desire, than to 
strip him and his family of all their worldly geer 
and turn them naked out of doors. Yet this is 
all the mercy which even a Iiiiinane bankrupt or 
insolvent system asks for the unfortunate debtor. 
We do not see. that, in devising such a system, we 
are under any obligations to/:opy those objection 
able features of the British Law, w hioh have 
m.ade its expediency questionable. Our goverp.^ 
ment was at the time of its establishment, unique 
1 iid we do not know why we niaj not have an 
insolvent system, as we have a Constitution, siii 
generis. We consider this whole subject, how^ 
ever, as being, by the ded.sion ofthe Senate yce-.'
